Kiev Jews Stripped, 
Killed, Left lo Colley 
In 3-Day Massacre

MOSCOW, Nov. 17—An eyewit­ 
ness account of Jewish mas­ 
sacres in Kiev during the early 
days of its occupation by German 
troops has been given the newspa 
per Isvestia by Dmitrii Grlov, 
resident of Kiev, who said he saw 
hundreds 
of 
men 
and 
women 
stripped naked and then shot at 
the edge of a gulley into which 
their bodies dropped on a great 
pile. 
In the account, distributed by 
Tass hews agency, Grlov related: 
“Several days after the Germans 
entered Kiev I went to Lvovskaya 
st. An 
incessant procession of 
people was streaming through it 
and both sidewalks were lined with 
German 
patrols. 
This 
human 
stream kept flowing for three days 
and three nights without Interrup­ 
tion. 
“The Germans were driving the 
Jews to Baby! Yar gulley beyond 
the city. I also stealthily made my 
way to that place. I was able to 
stand the sight of what I saw 
there for only IO minutes and af­ 
ter that everything went black 
before my eyes. 
“The Germans forced people to 
undress 
and 
then 
methodically 
gathered their clothes and loaded 
them on trucks. In separate trucks 
they put underwear. 
“Then they tore off from naked 
people—there were men and wo­ 
men among them — rings and 
watches if they had any, dragged 
them up shivering from cold or 
mortal terror at the edge of the 
gulley and shot them. 
The Germans did not spend any 
bullets on little children, but sim­ 
ply hurled them alive into the 
gulley. 
“Those who were awaiting their 
turn stood silently or sang or 
even laughed. I could see that 
those who laughed were already 
insane. 
“And this thing lasted three 
days. 
“AU these whom the Germans 
as yet had not driven to their 
death knew what was in store for 
them. Old men put on mourning 
clothes 
and 
gathered 
in 
their 
homes for prayer, then went out 
to Lvovskaya st. Invalids were 
supported by others and 
some 
were even carried. 
All of them were killed.”

•the only remaining front on which Germany might 
conceivably mount an offensive action. 
In this connection, it is recalled that as long 
as a year ago the probable effect of German 
^withdrawal from Russia waa being discussed as 
jo obvious means of strengthening Germany on 
Jthe approaches to Its own territory. While that 
speculation did not anticipate the costly defeat 
which has occurred In Russia, it did take Into 
account the consequences of shortening the Ger­ 
man front there—an increm ent of strength at 
points closer to Germany. 
* An honest appraisal of possibilities at this 
ncture of the war must include the expectation 
a t the fighting In Italy will reflect the still 
potentialities of the German war machine. 


‘Big Four’ Of 1815

I8TORIANS 
are 
wondering 
w hether tbe “big four” of 1943 
—the United States, Great Bri­ 
tain. Russia and China—will be 
subject to the aam* forces which 
wrecked 
another quadruple 
alli­ 
ance. 
Ae a result of the Congress of 
Vienna, after the Napoleonic wars, 
England. Russia. Prussia and Aus­ 
tria. reached an alliance on Nov. 
21. 1815. 
It was a potent force In pre­ 
serving the settlem ents agreed on 
In the conference. The four great 
powers which had united to de­ 
feat Napoleon accepted heavy re­ 
sponsibility. 
Guiding spirit of the quadruple 
alliance 
was 
Prince 
Metternlcb, 
foreign minister and later chan­ 
cellor of Austria. 
He was opposed to any change 
In the stains quo, whether In gov­ 
ernm ent, thought, science or edu­ 
cation. 
In 1820 and the following years 
Metternlcb. using the right of in­ 
tervention implicit in the alliance, 
put down revolutions 
in 
Spain, 
Naples and Piedmont with armed 
force. 
France, its Bourbon monarch re­ 
stored. 
joined 
tile 
alliance 
and 
helped In Its activities. 
England, however, held that the 
right of intervention 
should 
be 
confined ouly lo guaranteeing ter­ 
ritories, not form of government. 
The English had much sympa­ 
thy with some of the revolutionary 
movements the alliance was sup­ 
pressing. Also the prestige of Met- 
ternlch was annoying to England. 


I 
N 1813, the English collaborated 
with th* United States on th* 
Monroe doctrine, which dealt a 
heavy blow to the quadruple alli­ 
ance, then lettin g reedy to auh- 
Jugate the revolting Spanish col­ 
onies in South America. 
The • Monroe 
doctrine 
would 
have been a joint Anglo-American 
declaration lf the United States 
had not insisted on acting Inde­ 
pendently. 
Another blow to the status quo 
came when Greece won Independ­ 
ence from Turkey, with the Greeks 
supported by Russia, England and 
France. 
Then came the 
revolution of 
1830 In which tbe French deposed 
Charles X in favor of Louis Phil­ 
ippe and the Belgians won Inde­ 
pendence from The Netherlands. 
The duchy of Poland revolted and 
Russia was busy putting down the 
revolutionists. 
Metternlcb 
dared 
not Interfere In France or Belgium 
lest the French aid the Poles. 
Ile also had his hands full with 
insurrection In Italy, aud Prussia,

The French set up a republic. Re­ 
volts broke out In Germany, Italy, 
Hungary and Austria, itself.

To a housewife in Omaha It la no 
consolation to learn th at the na­ 
tional average price of a commodity 
is only a tenth of I percent higher 
when she may be paying much 
more than that locally. 
Furthermore, one live man. and 
one dead man counted together 
average out at each being half­ 
dead. which may be a good enough 
average but is scarcely a true rep­ 
resentation of the case.

Despite the obvious drawbacks, 
the cost of living Index still is the 
best m easuring stick of what we 
buy that has been devised. 


R1perts investigating complaints 
th at the index had lost much of its 
value as a guide to wage adjust­ 
ments reported that it was essen­ 
tially accurate but of limited use­ 
fulness in settling demands for 
higher wages to meet the rising 
cost of living In specific commun­ 
ities. 
The study was begun during the 
last war to settle squawks of ship­ 
yard workers that rising costs had 
outstripped their wages. 
It has been used frequently In 
wage negotiations ever since. 
A face-lifting job In 1935 ironed 
out Its wrinkles of age, substitut­ 
ing the Items price-surveyed low 
■hoes for high ones, pajam as for 
nightshirts, and rayon slips for cot­ 
ton corset covers and petticoats. 
It has been revised several times 
since then. 
Strictly a city dweller’s Indicator,

Bonuses As Usual 
Is Treasury Decree 


The treasury departm ent has an­ 
nounced that no application for ap­ 
proval Is necessary to pay bonuses 
for the bonus year 1943 or subse­ 
quent years if such bonuses meet 
any one of the following condi­ 
tions: 
1.—If the employe’s base salary 
has not been increased since Oct. 
3, 1942, in the case of salaries of 
more than 85.000 per year, or Oct 
27, 1942, in the case of salaries of 
$5,000 or less per year, he may be 
paid a bonus which does not ex 
coed the higher of the following 
am ounts: 
A.—The dollar amount paid for 
the employer’s last accounting year 
ending prior to OcL 3. 1942: or 
B.—The dollar am ount of a bonus 
authorised under the salary stabil 
isatlon regulations for the employ­ 
ers’ first accounting year ending 
after Oct. 3, 1942, provided the 
bonus does not exceed 50 percent 
of the base salary. 
2.—If the employe’s base salary 
has been Increased since Oct. I, 
1942, he may be paid a bonus not 
to exceed the same dollar amount 
of bonus paid him for the employ­ 
er’s first accounting yeqr after 


Oct. 3, 1942, providing the bonus 
does not exceed 20 percent of bls 
base salary. 
J-—An employe also may be paid 
a bonus which, together with all 
other compensation for personal 
services, does not increase his total 
compensation for the current year 
over the total he earned in 1841 by 
more than 15 percent if the total 
compensation in 1941 was $2,400 or 
less; IO percent of the 1941 salary 
was over $2,400 but not over $4,000 
and 5 percent lf the total salary 
wag over $4,000 but not over $7,500.

The new acting rubber director, 
Col. Bradley N. Dewey, cast a ray 
of sunshine into the glum girdle 
picture the other day when he an­ 
nounced blithely that there will be 
plenty of rubber for girdles, brass­ 
ieres and other elastic garments. 
He added that the necessary 
amount of synthetic rubber could 
be assigned to this use right now 
without hampering the rubber pro­ 
gram, if WPB would give the go- 
sign to elastic textile producers 
Spokesmen for the corset indus­ 
try, however, present a less san­ 
guine picture. 
What—No Two-Way Stretch? 
The release of unlimited quan­ 
tities of synthetic rubber to their 
industry just now, they say, would 
no solve the Ureal Girdle Prob­ 
lem. 
Reason: 
Synthetic rubber has 
not yet been perfected sufficient­ 
ly to make It acceptable to the 
critica1 gird ie-scarers of the U.S. A J. 
Says one leader of the industry: I 


There is still a lot of develop­ 
ment to be done before synthetic 
rubber is suitable for use in mak­ 
ing textiles for girdle manufacture. 
It Is hoped WPB will not release 
synthetic rubber to corset manu­ 
facturers, except lupurely experi­ 
mental lots, as at present, until 
it is commercially perfected.” 
The candid corset boys announce 
further that the premature use bf 
synthetic stretch in girdle-making 
would probably do more harm than 
good, and would prove a great 
disappointm ent 
to the 
millions 
of women who have so eagerly 
awaited its appearance. 
The industry Is optimistic, how­ 
ever, about the ultimate outcome 
of present experimental laboratory 
tests, which now are clearing up 
some of the unknown factors about 
synthetic rubber. But they warn 
against over-optimism - as to how 
soon garm ents of man-made rub I 
ber will be available. 


Principal problems to be solved 
before synthetic rubber will be 
acceptable for girdle-making are: 
Elasticity and resistance to body 
heat and perspiration. 
Desperate Garters 
Even lf all the “bugs” in the rub­ 
ber itself are eliminated in the 
near future, there remains the 
problem of wearing, which requires 
that the rubber be wound with 
rayon or cotton thread of a spec­ 
ial type—and the shortage of this 
thread Is almost as acute as the 
rubber shortage. 
However, the Office of Civilian 
Requirements now recognizes gir­ 
dles aa one of the vital needs of 
the home front, and It Is believed 
relief will be in sight before too 
long. 
First use of synthetic rubber In 
girdles probably will be for garters, 
for. as an industry bpokeeman said: 
"The garter situation la desper­ 
ate.'’

Not Obliged To Work 
Great Britain has adopted thin 
same policy; even In that sorely 
pressed nation where both men 
and women have been drafted for 
Induatry, mothers of young chil* 
dren are exempted and are not 
obliged to go to work. 
Nevertkelese in both England 
and America many snob mothers 
do go and in many cases they can­ 
not be blamed. 
With a chance to 
earn money as never before, come 
also opportunities for themselves 
and their families—medical care, 
better boating and clothing, much 
needed fan and recreation and per­ 
haps educational advantages as 
well. 
Before a woman goes to work 
she should ask herself eeveral 
question*: Are the things she can 
buy with her money more valu­ 
able for herself and her children 
in the tong run, than a home with 
the mother herself in control? 
Children Need Her 
Even lf she can provide proper­ 
ly for her children's health and 
safety under the care of relatives 
or elsewhere, bow are the children 
going to get along without the 
warm mothering that the young 
ones crave from their own moth­ 
ers? 
How will she feel when her chil­ 
dren, as even the healthiest are 
hound to from 
time time, get 
sick? Little children rebel against 
separation 
from 
their 
mothers. 
Sometimes they rebel openly and 
directly; oftener they show their 
anger by getting mischievous and 
hard to manage. 
When this hap­ 
pens, 
relatives, 
evsn 
well-inten­ 
tioned ones, get Impatient 
If a mother decides that in spite 
of the obvious problems caused by 
her abience she m ast nevertheless 
go to work. she should choose, 
when che possibly can. a day-shift 
that will leave ber free to be home 
for her child's supper and bed­ 
time. 
Both here and in England ex­ 
pectance ha# shown that lf a 
mother must be away from home. 
a day-care center is better In most 
cases for young children than care 
In the home of relatives or in a 
foster-home. There are now many 
such centers operated under gov­ 
ernment (Lanham act) funds, or 
by social agencies and churches 
and sometimes also by the factor­ 
ies. 
The right kind of a day-care 
center Is much more than a park­ 
ing place for children. It is a place 
where they live and play and make 
things and where they learn the 
valuable lessons of give and take 
that come with getting together 
with other children. 
Even 
with

mother at work, a child still has 
a right to a home of hie own.

A document, purporting to show 
that Peter wa* adopted by Miss 
Bennett and her third husband, 
Marquis de La Falaise, was Intro­ 
duced In euperlor court as the ac­ 
tress’ suit in behalf of the boy was 
opened. 
The trustees also offered evi­ 
dence that Miss Bennett when she 
divorced Plant in Part* in 1029 
said they had no children. The di­ 
vorce decree was admitted over 
the objection of Miss Bennett's 
attorneys. 
Hugh M. Alcorn Sr., attorney 
for the trustees, said that the docu­ 
ment concerning the purported 
adoption, sealed by a California 
court, show* that Peter I* the eon 
of Savina Armstrong and Arthur 
Hewitt of Loudon, born out of 
wedlock Jan. 21, 1929. 
Francis McGuire, chief attorney 
for Miss Bennstt, sought to have 
the hearing closed to the public, 
but his motion was denied by 
Judge James E. Murphy.

That is through 
full production. This means that 
we most forget our pre-war pro­ 
duction 
standards.

cannot 
think even in terms of 1940. We 
must think In terms of maintain­ 
ing present day production stand­ 
ards.” 
‘Nfw Policy Not Hooded** 
"And this is fully possible,** he 
added, reporting that tho National 
Committee For Economic Develop­ 
ment believes the nation must 
maintain an increase in produc­ 
tivity from 30 to 50 percent over 
1940. 
Gov. Bricker continued: “To ac­ 
complish these ends we need no 
new philosophy of life. We need 
only to release the forces that 
made this country the greatest in­ 
dustrial 
producer 
of 
all 
time. 
These forces are not dead. They 
have been chained by arrogant 
bureaucracy and unwise fiscal pol­ 
icy." 
Reporting the Ohio tax rate $27 
per capita against a national aver­ 
age of $38, Gov. Bricker — now 
serving his third consecutive term 
—ssld Ohio In five years has paid 
off a dept of $40,000,000 and has 
a treasury surplus of $65,000,000.

Five Points Listed 
“The principal campaign issue 
of 1932 wa* economy in govern­ 
ment, a balanced budget and the 
wiping out of deficits,” the gover­ 
nor said.

Being 
honest 
with our people and keeping pro­ 
mises would do more to restore 
confidence in government than any 
other factor.

Gov. Bricker said government 
regulation is necessary in provid­ 
ing housing for men and women 
returning from the armed serv­ 
ices, but “government ownership 
and operation in the field of real 
estate are not required b ythe pub­ 
lic Interest.” 
Concluding, the governor declar­ 
ed “the real spirit of the repub­ 
lic must be revived—the faith in 
ourselves and In self-government 
restored.” and asked,, “what can 
government do? No, that is the 
wrong question. What can we do 
through our government?’*

He listed: 
1.—"We can and must eliminate 
waste and extravagance in govern­ 
ment.” 
2.—"We must bury forever the 
philosophy of .scarcity.” 
3.—“We must put an end to ar­ 
rogant bureaucracy and needless 
regimentation.” 
4.—"Federal taxes must be re­ 
vised carefully. We must have a 
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maximum of taxes where needed 
and also a maximum of encourage­ 
ment to risk capital and Indus­ 
trial expansion.** 
5.—“We

spirit of the bill of rights and the 
10th amendment which provides 
that all powers not granted to the 
federal government are reserved 
to the states or the people.
